Idle Monte Carlo Roulette 
Wheels Cause MonacoCrisis 


Country, Broke, Charges Syndicate With Fail- 
ing to Pay Huge Levy—American Group 
Reported Waiting to Seize Casino. 


By the Associated Press. 

MONTE CARLO, June 24.—Mo- 
naco, where fortunes are lost and 
won on the turn of a wheel, seethed 
with unrest today in a national cri- 


sis born of the depression. 

Despite the resignation of Monte 
Carlo’s gambling czar, Rene Leon, 
the situation appeared unrelieved. 
An American syndicate, unidenti- 
fied, is reported waiting until the 
situation is so bad it can acquire 
the gambling monopoly at a sacri- 
fice. 

The country’s budget is unbal- 
anced, hotels and shops are nearly 
empty and unemployment is wide- 
spread among the 22,000 inhabi- 
tants whose principal work is serv- 
ing tourists. 

Natives accused the company, 
which ha#a gambling monopoly un- 
til 1963, of failing to do its duty by 
the country, specifically charging

that it had failed to fulfill a finan- 
cial contract under which the com- 
pany is pledged to pay the princi- 
pality 12,500,000 francs, about $825,- 
000, a year. That and 400,000 francs 
a year from France for the priv- 
ilege of free importation of goods 
are Monaco’'s chief sources of reve- 
nue. 

The Casino is reported to have 
borrowed 14,000,000 francs to keep 


the “bank” at its customary. $2,- 
600,000. Where 20 francs  for- 
merly was the minimum stake at 


roulette, 5 francs, about 33 cents, 
now are acceptable. Visitors have 
reported at times seeing less than 
100 francs on the table. 

Gambling receipts for the year 
ending March 31 were estimated at 
$4,500,000, a drop of $1,580,000 
from the 1931 figure.

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COMMITTEE REDUCES 
40 BEER LICENSES 


Eliminates Also Discretionary 
for Excise Chief in 
Enforcing Law. 


Power 


The Public Safety Committee cf 


the Board of Aldermen today elim- 
inated from the proposed hard 
liquor and 3.2 per cent beer ordi- 
nances provisions giving the Excise 
Commissioner Ciscretionary powers 
in enforcing the laws. Both bills, 
as originally drafted, empowered 
the commissioner to set up such 
regulations as he deemed neces- 
sary for the enforcement of the 
law. 

The committee also rejected the 
plea of Excise Commissioner An- 
derson for an extra clerk to handle 
beer permits and an amendment to 
both bills placing the issuance of 
beer and liquor tax stamps in the 
hands of the License Collector, who, 
Anderson thought, was better able 
to do this work. 

Several changes were made in the 
scale of licenses for 3.2 beer. The 
fee for the manufacturer was re- 
duced from $625 to $375 a year, the 
annual fee for wholesalers and dis- 
tributors from $125 to $75. The 
fee for sale by the drink was left 
at $62.50 a year. 

Alderman Lietchen, Third Ward, 
said he intended to offer amend- 
ments from the floor enabling 3.2 
establishments and hard liquor 
taverns to keep open on Sunday. 
The State law makes no restric- 
tions on the sale of 3.2 per cent 
beer on Sunday, but does prohibit 
the sale of hard liquor on that day. 
Lietchen said he would offer an 
amendment also, to permit all tav- 
erns to keep open until 1:30 a. m. 
Sunday, the same closing time as 
on weekdays, in spite of the State 
Sunday closing regulation. 

The committee also decided to 
let the Director of Public Welfare 
have sole authority in deciding 
whether a dance hall should be 
permitted in the same premises as 
a tavern... The bills originally pro- 
vided that approval must be se- 
cured from the Excise Commission- 
er as well. 

. An amendment was adopted giv- 
ng a person whose license was re- 
voked by the Excise Commissioner 
the right of appeal to the Circuit 
Court. Under the original bills, the 
Commissioner had final authority. 

The committee will continue con- 
sideration of the bills tomorrow 
and it is expected the board will 
take action on them Friday. 


‘SENATE PASSES BANKHEAD 
| FARM HOME BILL, 45 TO 32 


Measure, Designed to Help Tenants 
Buy Land, Is Sent to the 


House.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The 
Senate passed and sent to the 


House today the revised Bankhead 
bill creating a Farmers’ Home Cor- 
poration with $50,000,000 initial cap- 
italization and authority to issue 
$1,000,000,000 in bonds to help thou- 
sands of farm tenants buy their 
own farms and homes on long-term 
joans. 

The bill passed, 45 to 32, many 
Democrats joining regular Republi- 
cans in opposing it. 

Interest rates to share croppers 
buying farms will be limited to 
three and one-half per cent under 
an amendment adopted at the sug- 
gestion of Senator Adams (Dem.), 
Colorado.

HIGH IN FREE STATE 


In Ulster, Orangemen Defy 
Government Order 
Against Processions and 
Threaten to Parade.

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, June 
24.—Irish Republican soldiers and 
men of the Irish Citizen Army 
clashed yesterday at Bodenstown, 
County Kildare, where urgent pleas 
for independence were made 
speeches. 

The fight, in which several cas- 
ualties were reported, started as 
thousands of Republicans cheered 
the statement of Sean McBride, 
member of the Republican Army 
Executive council, that: 

“Republicans fill the gaols of the 
north and south, but the Republi- 
can movement is on a rising tide, 
gathering strength.” 

McBride and Maurice Twomey, 
chief of staff of the Republican 
Army, came out of hiding to take 
part in the annual army celebra- 
tions at the grave of Wolfe Tone, 
Irish patriot, at Bodenstown. They 
disappeared when their supporters 
scattered. 

Tension was high throughout the 
Free State, with police on “emer- 


gency call” in fear of further vio- 
lence. 


Debate in Dail Eireann. 


Apprehension that the British 
commonwealth of nations would 
put the Irish Free State outside the 
empire unless President Eamon de 
Valera made terms with Britain 
soon was voiced by a spokesman 
for the Cosgrave party deputies in 
the Dail Eireann. 

The Government oppositionists, 
headed by former President Wil- 
liam T. Cosgrave, called De Va- 
lera’s moves toward a resumption 
of negotiations with England a 
“sham political maneuver.” 

A member of the United Ireland 
party asserted: 


“Conversations we have had with 
representatives of several domin- 
ions lead us to feel that their pa- 
tience is nearing an end, and un- 
less De Valera quits making ges- 
tures and accomplishes something, 
we may find ourselves in the street, 
politically and commercially. 

“De Valera talks about declaring 
a republic unless he gets what he 
wants, but it is all bunk to further 
his own political standing.” 

The President has been silent 
pending the outcome of his over- 
tures to Britain for a reopening of 
negotiations for political and com- 
mercial understanding. 

Unrest in North, Also. 

In the north, the challenge of 
Sir Joseph Davison, grandmaster of 
the Orangemen, caused the Ulster 
government serious concern. 

Davison addressing a vast gather- 
ing of orangemen at Hillsborough 
Sunday, shouted defiance of the 
Government prohibition of proces- 
sions, declaring: “You may be cer- 
tain that for the July 12 Orange 
celebrations, we shall march 
through Ireland.”

FORT LAUDERRALE, Fla., 
June 24.—One man was thought to 
have been killed, another was seri- 
ously injured and 70 yachts were 
destroyed today when fire swept 
the Pilkington yacht basin near 
here.

The fire followed an explosion 
aboard the houseboat Seminole, 
owned by the J. S. Phipps estate 
of Palm Beach. 

Capt. R. C. Abel of West 
Beach was though to have been 
killed. He had gone into the en- 
gine room of the Seminole shortly 
before the explosion. John B. 
Thomas of West Palm Beach, who 
was aboard the Seminole, suffered 
a broken leg and severe burns, 
when he was blown into.the water.

The St. Louis Bar Association 
suit to disbar Charles P. Noell, an 
attorney specializing in personal 
injury damage suits, was heard by 
Special Commissioner B. H. Dyer 


of St. Charles in the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals today. 

Noell was charged by the Bar 
Association with unprofessional 
conduct in making secret cash pay- 
ments in the years 1922 to 1925, in- 
clusive, to employes of railroads 
and other corporations for infor- 
mation used in “securing business” 
in representing claimants seeking 
damages from corporations for per- 
sonal injuries. 

For this purpose Noell spent a 
large part of a total of about $38,- 
000 used by him in those years for 
traveling expenses and to obtain 
business, the Bar Association al- 
leged. 

Income Tax Pleading Cited. 

The Bar Association's case, pre- 
sented by Luther Ely Smith and 
George F. Wise, consisted solely of 
the pleadings and testimony in liti- 
gation over Noell’s income tax for 
the four years before the United 
States Board of Tax Appeals in 
1930. 

In that hearing Noell was seeking 
redetermination of a deficiency as- 
sessment totaling $2310 for the four- 
year period, contending that pay- 
ments of $36,645 in traveling and 
other expenses should have been al- 
lowed as deductible businégs ex- 
penses. Noell’s pleading was that 
he spent the money in payments to 
corporation employes and in travel- 
ing expenses. 

Noell Denies Charge. 

Noell took the stand in his own 
defense today and under direct ex- 
amination by his attorney, Patrick 
H. Cullen, testified he had not 
made any payments to corporation 
employes to procure law business 
and that any such statement be- 
fore the tax board had not been 
authorized by him. 

Any payments to such employes, 
he said, were merely to enable him 
to get the true evidence in his 
preparation of lawsuits. 

“I don’t have to pay money to 
get business,” he declared, “and I 
didn’t have to then.” 

An affidavit, part of the record 
before the tax board, which stated 
he had paid sums of money to cor- 
poration employes for information 
used in “securing business,” 
drawn, he testified, by 
Brown, tax expert, who had repre- 
sented him in his claim for deduc- 
tions. 

Didn't Read Affidavit. 

If he had read the affidavit, Noell 
continued, he would have taken that 
statement out of it at the time. It 
was not brought to his attention, he 
said, until he was asked to appear 
before the Bar Association's Griev- 
ance Committee before it filed the 
disbarment petition last January. 

He said he did not hear a state- 
ment of similar purport made by 
Brown to the Tax Board at the 
close of the hearing in 1930. If he 
had, he added, he might not have 
digputed it, in view of the fact that 
Brown was seeking to represent his 
best interests. 

At the tax hearing Noell had been 
unable to tell in detail how the cash 
items had been expended. Since 
then, he said, his recollection had 
been refreshed and he recalled that

NEW YORK, June 24.—William 
A. Raybell, former investigator for 
the Federal Securities and -Ex- 
change Commission, was arrested 
yesterday in the home of J. Edward 
Jones, wealthy oil royalties dealer, 
after Raybell, his captors said, ac- 
cepted $250 from Jones as a down 
payment in a $27,500 bribery plot. 
The purported conversation was re- 
corded by detectaphones. 

Jones, who brought about the ar- 
rest when Raybell called at the 
Jones estate in suburban Scarsdale. 
charged him with violation of a 
State bribery statute. Local au- 
thorities, however, have waived 
prosecution in favor of the Govern- 
ment. 

Jones, frequently a critic of 
New Deal and particularly of the 
Securities Commission, is under a 
commission subpena to appear next 
Thursday in a hearing connected 
with his registration of a security 
issue. 

Raybell Resigned by Request. 

Raybell, who had resigned by re- 
quest from the commission staff 
on June 20, was accused by Jones 
of offering to “fix things up” for 
$27,500, tipping him on points of 
the commission's case and influenc- 
ing documentary testimony in 
Jones’ behalf. From his contacts 
with the former agent, Jones as- 
serted he learned he was the vic- 
tim of political persecution and had 
been “framed.” 

Jones said Raybell first demand- 
ed $50,000, but on a visit to the 
Jones home Friday night agreed on 
$27,500. When Raybell drove up to 
the Jones residence yesterday, de- 
tectaphones were hidden behind ra- 
diators, pictures and in @ radia 
cabinet in the oil man’s “den.” In 
the attic two stenographers sat with 
head-phones. 

Other listeners-in were two De- 
partment of Justice agents with 
John J. Burns, SEC counsel; Lieut. 
Arthur Carney of the Scarsdale po- 
lice, Assistant District Attorney Wil- 
liam Horan of Westchester County 
and two attorneys for Jones. 

The broker said he handed Ray- 
bell the money and as he was 
about to depart the two Federal 
men emerged. Jones said the 
money later was found behind a 
door in the dining room. 

Statement Issued by Jones. 

Afterward Jones issued a lengthy 
statement which said the arrest 
“will point the way toward a_ real 
racket, which should give true and 
loud warning to legitimate business 
men in this country who innocent- 
ly place confidential information at 
the disposal of a commission which 
has a house of iis own to clean.

“I wish emphatically to state 
that nothing done attaches any stig- 
ma to any of the honorable mem- 
bers of the commission. . I re- 
gard all of them as honorable men 
who must place responsibility upon 
subordinates.” 

Jones has bitterly opposed the 
operation of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. He has stub- 
bornly fought efforts to restrict 
himself and others in the sale of 
certain securities. 

Last November Jones, as presi- 
dent of the National Petroleum 
Council, asked President Roosevelt 
to remove Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes as administrator of the pe- 
troleum code. He charged Ickes 
enjoyed “dictatorial powers.” 

Raybell pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of bribery when arraigned 
before Federal Commissioner G. 
W. Cotter today. He was held in 
$1500 bail for trial on July 9. 

The charge states that “while 
ecting and representing himself to 
be a Federal officer he attempted 
to obtain from Jones a bribe of 
$27,500 and he did obtain $250.”

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SALOONS SHUTUP SHOP 
NN KEEPING SUNDAY LAW 


Few Bars Open to Sell 
Beer—Proprietor on Market 
Street Arrested. 


Most saloons in St. Louis did not 
open yesterday in the first general 
observance of the Sunday-closing 
law which has been on the books 
since the repeal of prohibition. 

Warned last week that this pro 
vision of the law would be en- 
forced, barkeepers closed their es- 
tablishments at midnight Saturday, 
or shortly thereafter. Few took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to re- 
main open on Sunday by concealing 
their liquor stocks from view and 
dispensing only 3.2 beer, non-intoxi- 
cating by legal definition. 

In midafternoon some _ saloons 
which had been closed until then 
opened their doors for business. 
Several along Delmar boulevard 
opened and served drinks to any- 
one who called for them. There 
was no interference by police. 

At midnight Saturday, most bar- 
keepers permitted their customers 
to consume drinks already ordered, 
and these places remained open for 
a half hour or more after the dead- 
line. Others interpreted the law 
more strictly, however, and at 12 
o'clock directed their customers to 
the door and locked up for the 
night. 

There was only one arrest. A po 
liceman passing a saloon in the 
1700 block of Market street at 12:20 
a.m. saw the proprietor holding a 
glass which looked as if it might 
contain liquor. Whatever it held 
had been dumped into a @rain by 
the time the officer got to the bar. 
The barkeeper was required to give 
bond, but it was not expected that 
he would be prosecuted. 

Excise Commissioner Anderson, 
who had not yet received official 
reports from police, said it ap- 
peared that saloonkeepers had ob- 
served the law “fairly well.” If 
violations were reported to him, 
he said, he would summon the of- 
fenders to show cause why their li- 
censes should not be revokeua. 

Anderson is sponsoring an amend- 
ment to the city’s liquor control 
ordinance which would not only for- 
bid the sale of liquor on Sunday 
and after hours, but also would re- 
quire saloonkeepers to close their 
establishments. He said he thought 
not many would go to the expense 
of keeping open without succumb- 
ing to the temptation to sell. The 
amendment has not been acted on. 


Kansas City Bars and Night Clubs 
Operated Without Change.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 24.- 
Kansas City hard liquor bars and 
night clubs operated as usual Sun- 
day. Police and enforcement of- 
ficials said, however, action would 
be taken to enforce the statute. 

Otto P. Higgins, director of po- 
lice said there had been no official 
notification from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral as to the effective time of the 
law. “The provisions of the law 
\"l' be obeyed and enforced,” Hiz- 
gins said. John Gulley, head of 
the Kansas City branch of the 
State Liquor Control Department. 
said “something would be done soon 
to enforce the act.”

Reduction Reflects Lower Pay- 
ments on Land Bank Bonds, 
Says Gov.

WASHINGTON, June 24. — The 
Farm Credit Administration an- 
nounced today that a reduction July 
1 of interest rates by Federal land 
banks will bring the vontract rate 
on new loans to an “all-time low” of 
4 per cent. 

A reduction of % per cent was 
made April 1, and an additional % 
per cent April 10. The reduction 
effective July 1 is another 4% per 
cent, bringing the rate to 4 per 
cent. 

“This is not an emergency rate,” 
Gov. W. IL. Myers of the FCA said.

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NEGROES FROM JURY 


Member of Race Defendant: 
Bench Holds Supreme Court 
Rule Doesn’t Apply.

FULTON, Mo. June 24.—Circua 
Judge W. C. Hughes of Montgom- 
ery City today overruled a motion 
which sought to obtain for Missouri 
Negroes the righ. of representation 
on petit and grand juries in cases 
where Negroes are defendants. 

The motion, based on the United 
States Supreme Court opinion in the 
celebrated Scottsboro (Ala.) cases, 
was made by Don C. Carter, Stur- 
geon (Mo.) attorney and former 
State Representative, in the trial of 
Anderson Logan, 46-year-old Negro, 
charged with the murder of his 
wife, which was brought here on a 
change of venue from Boone Coun- 
ty. 

Judge Hughes asserted the Logan 
ease ig “distinguished widely” from 
the Scottsboro case and that the mo- 
tion appeared to him “in the nature 
of a dilatory motion.” 

Carter objected that selection of 
the jury without inclusion of Negro 
veniremen on the panel was “dis- 
criminating against the Negro 
race,” and he again challenged the 
whole panel. 

Judge Hughes said the juries in 
the Scottsboro case were chosen un- 
der a jury commission system 
whereas the Logan trial panel was 
a “special venire in a special case” 
chosen on order of the Court by a 
deputy sheriff. 

Carter announced that in t he 
event of a conviction, the case 
would be appealed to the State Su- 
preme Court and from there to the 
United States Supreme Court if nec- 
essary. 

As the State prepared to put its 
first witness on the stand, Carter 
said, “the defendant refuses to 
take any part in the case by rea- 
son of the fact the jury was ob- 
tained by the deputy sheriff in vio- 
lation of the defendant's rights 
under the fourteenth amendment. 

“IT will offer no witnesses for the 
defense and make no closing argu- 
ment.”

Shapley explained, “the spiral is 
larger than the moon at its full, 
It is, in fact, the third largest epira! 
now known, the larger two being 
the great Andromeda nebula and 
that known as Messier 33.” 
Discovery was made through re- 
cent long-exposure photographs 
with the telescopes at the Oak 
Ridge station of the Harvard ob- 
servatory, said Dr. Shapley, who 
made the announcement last night.

Questioning Shows Death 
Penalty Will Be Asked 
for Gangster Accused of 
Kidnaping August Luer. 


Announcement that the death 
penalty would be sought for “Irish” 
O'Malley was made at Edwardsville 
today by State’s Attorney M. L. 
Geers as selection of a jury began 
in the trial of O'Malley for partici- 
pation in the kidnaping of August 
Luer, wealthy Alton meat packer 
and banker, in July, 1933. 

By late afternoon, after 38 venire- 
men were examined, eight were ac- 
cepted for the jury by both sides, 
leaving four more jurors to be chos- 
en. Those accepted are: Josiah 


Critchley, coal miner, Glen Carbon; 
Joseph Randell, unemployed rail- 
road clerk, Venice; Walter Shank, 
unemployed Terminal Railroad 
clerk, Venice; Fred Piebanek, fore- 
man for St. Louis Gas & Coke Co., 
Granite City; Michael Kimack, rail- 
road machinist, Venice; Oscar Hoe- 
nig, laborer, Troy; Frank Brada Jr., 
unemployed, Collinsville; Ira Voiles, 
building contractor, Edwardsville. 

The State and defense each was 
allowed 20 peremptory challenges 
of prospective jurors, while each 
side had the right to challenge for 
cause without limit. The case was 
before Circuit Judge Mudge. 

Of the first 28 veniremen ques- 
tioned, the defense excused five 
peremptorily and the State one, 
while the State challenged 18 for 
cause, including 13 men who would 
not impose the death penalty, two 
who had preconceived opinions and 
one who could not understand the 
questions. 

Questions Put to Veniremen. 

One of the questions by the 
State’s Attorney was as to whether 
the veniremen had religious, con- 
scientious or other scruples against 
the death penalty. The defense 
inquired whether the members of 
the panel understood the burden 
of proof rested with the State and 
that the proof must be beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 

Announcement by the State and 
the defense that they were ready 
for trial was made at 10:35 a. m., 
following a conference of Geers, 
Harold Bandy of Granite City, who 
was appointed by the Court to de- 
fend O'Malley, and Randol Eugene 
Norvell, former Nameoki profession- 
al bondsman, who was convicted in 
the kidnaping. 

The conference was held in an 
effort to determine whether Nor- 
vell, who had testified for the State 
in previous trials, would be a wit- 
ness against O'Malley. Geers said 
after the conversation that Norvell 
had indicated before leaving prison 
that he would testify but that he 
was noncommittal today. However, 
the State’s Attorney expressed the 
belief that Norvell would take the 
stand. 

Norvell is serving a life term at 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary, Men- 
ard. He was in the court room, 
watched by prison guards and Dep- 
uty Sheriffs when the case was 
called but later was taken to the 
Madison County Jail at Edwards- 
ville. 

Another convicted defendant [n 
the Luer case, Mrs. Lillian Chessen 
of East Alton, who also is serving 
a life term, was being brought from 
a prison at Dwight, Ill, to Edwards- 
ville today. Geers expected her to 
testify for the State also. 

“About One Witness.” 

Attorney Bandy, when asked how 
many defense witnesses there would 
be, said, “About one, I guess.” He 
did not say whether O'Malley, who 
also is known as Walter Holland, 
would be the one. However, Bandy 
asserted that the testimony of some 
State’s witnesses in trials of other 
defendants in the case would not 
be applicable to O'Malley. 

Luer, who is 79 years old, and his 
wife were in the court room, along 
with many other State’s witnesses, 
and members of the jury panel of 
52 men, some of whom were ex- 
cused from duty when court con- 
vened., 

O'Malley, seated at a table with 
Bandy, was guarded by two Depu- 
ty Sheriffs. He was arrested by 
Federal agents at Kansas City May 
27, having been sought for nearly 
two years. The charge against 
him is kidnaping for ransom and 
extortion, which may be punished,

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Whole Vast. Area Was Once 
Fertile Country and ‘Thick- | 
ly Populaied.

LONDON, June 24.—-The Sahara 


Desert is growing in extent. Its 
sandy wastes are spreading them- 
selves at a rate of nearly a mile 
a year, and, if this progress con- 
tinues, there will be little else in 
the great northern lobe of Africa 
than a narrow fringe of fertile land 
near the ocean fronts in a century. 

This whole vast area was once 
fertile country, moist and with ex- 
tensive vegetation. Geological evi- 
dence of vast river systems are | 
found throughout the area. Re-| 
mains of a highly developed stone | 
age civilization of large populations 
are found in areas now completely 
denuded. As recently as 50,000 years 
ago, the time of the ice age in Eu- 
rope, Sahara was probably covered 
with tropical rain forests. . 

Three reports to the Royal Geo- 
logical Society in London from ex- 
plorers, who have been carrying 
on studies in different areas on the 
fringe of the desert, indicate that 
the whole area is drying up. 

In the western area, the Ivory 
and Gold Coast regions, the desert 
is rushing south over the British 
and French colonies at the rate of 
nearly a mile a year. Forests are 
giving way to grassland and the 
grasslands to sand. The situation 
has been likened to that existing 
on the Western plains region of the 
Unfted States, and President Roose- 
velt’s idea of a forest belt 1500 miles 
long and 15 miles wide has been 
proposed as a means of halting the 
spread of the desert. 

In the heart of the. continent, 
where Sir Henry Morton Stanley 
found David Livingstone for the 
New York Herald in 1871, measure- 
ments show that the lake in Ujiji, 
where the meeting took place, has 
since dropped 15 feet. 

On the far eastern side of the 
desert Ethiopia exists as a vast 
oasis, almost entirely surrounded by 
desert. Lake levels there have 
dropped five feet in 300 years.

MADISON, Wis., June 24.—Ma- 


rio “Mars” Pacetti, 21 years old, 


of Kenosha, football star of the 
University of Wisconsin for the 
last three seasons, was found dead 
yesterday two miles west of here 
in the driver’s seat of a rented au- 
tomobile. He had been suffering 
from melancholia. A hose was 
taped to the exhaust pipe and led 
into the car through a side window. 
Two Madison women, while horse- 
back riding, came upon the parked 
car and called authorities. The 
Coroner said the death was a sui- 
cide. 

Twice within the last six menths 
since the left his studies Pacetti 
voluntarily had entered a sanita- 
rium for observation. Friends as- 
cribed his despondency to his fail- 
ure to win the 1934 football cap- 
taincy and an unsuccessful love 
affair,

“The lives of diabetics have been 
distinctly lengthened since the in- 
troduction of insulin in 1921.

A 
special study conducted by the 
Health Department recently indi- 
cates that in New Yok City the in- 
cidence is about 75 per cent higher 
among the Jewish population than 
among the rest of the population. 
The death rate among Jews is near- 
ly two times that among non-Jews. 
Among 14,047 Jewish deaths there 
were 602 from diabetes, giving a 
rate of 4.6 per cent, and among 27,- 
186 non-Jewish deaths there were 
607 from diabetes, giving a rate of 
2.5 per cent. 


“In New York the Italians also 
show a high incidence, although of- 
ficial statistics from Italy show low 
diabetes mortality there. The rea- 
son for this is unknown.” 

Dr. Boldman was asked if the 
dietary practices of the Jewish peo- 
ple was responsible for 
creased incidence and mortality of 
diabetes. He expressed doubt that 
this was the case. 


“The excessive incidence and mor- 
tality among the Jews is undoubt- 
edly due to inbreeding. Heredity 
seems to be the most important fac- 
tor in the continued transmission 
of the disease from one generation 
to the next.

Voice From the Past. 


OXING promotion isn't 

much more remunerative 
today than it was years ago,” re- 
marked one whom the upcoming 
generation will hardly know by 
name—Harry Morris. 

But the old timers will remem- 
ber him—he promoted the exhibi- 
tion in St. Louis between Bob Fitz- 
simmons and Jake Stelzner in 
1894, at the old Armory on Pine 
and Seventeenth streets. It drew 
$7000 and was the talk of the 
town. Also, it started Morris in 
pugilistic promotion, which no- 
toriously leads over the hill to the 
poorhouse, if pursued far enouch. 

Morris is 76 years old and looks 
56. He resides in Chicago where 
he's still active, but not in the 
fight business. 

“Fight promotion doesn’t seem 
to pay much better today than 
years ago,” Morris observed dur- 
ing a call here today. “I had one 
or two money-making bouts in 
mv various St. Louis ventures. 
But I always lost my bank roll 
in the end. Pal Moore and Kid 
Regan, when they fought at the 
Coliseum, drew a profitabie 
house; but on many others I lost 
money—such as the bDattie bet- 
tween Bill Brennan and  Billv 
Miske, fought here just after the 
Dempsey-Willard fight in Toledo. 

“I lost bankrolls at the Odeon, 
at the Armory with Roger Cor- 
nell, at the Coliseum, and in out- 
door fights. But it must be even 
worse today. in St. Louis. They 
don't even promote professional

1,222,064 MEMBERS IN 1934 
Christian Herald Lists Roman Cath- 
olic Membership as Largest; Bap- 

tists Lead Protestants. 

NEW YORK, June 24.—Churches 
and religious bodies gained 1,222- 
064 members in 1934, the Christian 
Herald reports in its annual compi- 
lation of church statistics. 

The Roman Catholic Church con- 
tinued to lead in membership with 
20,398,509, a gain of 198,915 for the 
year. The Baptists, with 10,027,929 
members, remained the largest 
Protestan denomination, with the 
Methodists second with 8,976,492. 

Gains reported included Metho- 
dists, 210,475; Baptists, 161,720: 
Lutherans, 101,118; Disciples of 
Christ, 29,282; Presbyterians, 21,764, 
and Protestant Episcopalians, 22,- 
159. 

Total all-purpose contributions by 
church members in 1934 amounted 
to $299,416,781.35, a per capita con- 
tribution of $12.07, against $16.11 in 
1933. 

There were 207 religious bodies in 
the United States in 1934 with a to- 
tal adult membership of 62,035,688

Officials Ask for Special Grand 
Jury to Look Into Clay

MANCHESTER, Ky., June 24.— 
Earl Porter was reported shot to 
death early today, marking the 
third fatal shooting in a week in 
feud-ridden Clay County. 

A week ago James Cupp was 
killed in the mountains of this 
county and Saturday Bobbie Baker 
was shot to death on Main street 


here. Porter was reported killed 
along Rockcastle Creek near Por- 
tersburg. 

Four officials and one former of 
ficial of Clay County today de- 
manded a special term of Clay 
County Circuit Court to investigate 
violence in the community. 

In a letter to Chief Justice Wil- 
liam Rogers Clay of the Court of 
Appeals at Frankfort, the officials 
called for a special grand jury, 
with a special judge from outside 
this section, to convene immediate- 
ly. The letter was signed by Coun- 
ty Attorney William Rice, Sheriff 
Tom C. McDaniel, Circuit Clerk 
Clay M. Bishop, County Clerk S. 
V. Sizemore and former County 
Judge Roy W. House. 

The officials said they had full 
confidence in their own judiciary 
but suggested an outside jurist so

charge of laxity in law enforce- 
ment.

Smokeless Burning of Soft Coal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

F THE problem of smoke abatement 

in St. Louis is as important a civic 
matter as the newspapers for years have 
declared it to be, why don’t the newspa- 
pers support the most feasible plan yet 
offered for its solution? 

The coal industry acknowledges that 
soft coal, burned under the present gen 
erally incorrect methods of hand fir- 
ing, causes smoke. But the coal indus- 
try also is prepared to prove, and is 
doing so every day, that low-priced Iili- 
nois bituminous coal can give automatic 
heat superior in many respects to that 
furnished by smokeless fuels, and do it 
absolutely without smoke. 

The newspapers have devoted columns 
of space, in news and editorials, to the 
advantages of natural gas and the de- 
sirability of bringing it into St. Louis 
for heating purposes. The newspapers 
should not lose sight of the fact that 
St. Louis is virtually sitting on one of 
the world’s largest soft coal fields,. and 
that soft coal can provide heat here for 
from one-third to one-half the cost of 
any other fuel. Moreover, the industries 
and the railroads of this trade area do 
an immense business as a result of the 
proximity of the Illinois coal mines. The 
money spent by St. Louisans for coal fur- 
nishes employment for thousands of 
men, who in turn spend their wages in 
this area for the benefit of our stores 
and industries. 

On the other hand, money spent by 
St. Louisans for natural gas or oil goes 
out of this trade area, does not employ 
labor in this territory and is spent in 
places far from here. 

If these economic considerations were 
the only factors of the question, it might 
be logical to toss them aside in the civic 
welfare to be served by smoke abate 
ment or elimination. But soft coal will 
do anything that other fuels will do, at 
lower cost to the people, including the 
elimination of the smoke evil. 

We don’t ask the newspapers to take 
our word for anything we say in behalf 
of coal. If you will visit the Automatic 
Heat Show and Stoker Exhibition of the 
St. Louis Coal Exchange at 916 Olive 
street, you will be shown to your com- 
plete satisfaction that even the low 
grades of Illinois soft coal can be burned 
automatically, smokelessily and at low 
cost. This exhibition has been open sev- 
eral weeks and thousands of passers-by 
have viewed it. The newspapers, how- 
ever, have paid little attention. 

Why wait until cold weather and then 
dust off the boiler-plate articles and edi- 
torials demanding the elimination of soft 
coal? Why not make an impartial in- 
vestigation of the merits of soft coal as 
the ideal heating fuel for St. Louis?

Lincoln vs. Roosevelt. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HIS is in rejoinder to your editorial 
of June 17, in refutation of your as- 
sertions that Lincoln opposed a legiti- 
mate utterance of the Supreme Court, 
and of your implication of June 11 that 
in so doing he afforded an analogy to 
Roosevelt's recent outburst under the 
eyes of 200 of your professional brethren. 
The Dred Scott stump speech lacked 
the force of an adjudication, was not 
binding as authority within the rule of 
following legal precedents, not even on 
inferior courts. Being thus spurious, it 
was not, as you termed it, “the law of 
the land.” And Lincoln, therefore, in- 
cluded it as part and parcel of “a ten- 
dency, if not conspiracy, among those 
who engineered this slavery question for 
the last four or five years to make slav- 
ery perpetual in this nation.” 

Lincoln, stripping the political procla- 
mation of its court masquerade, chal- 
lenged the ukase as spreading human 
siavery and restricting human freedom. 

That is the Lincoln emulated in the 
Republican attack on a Roosevelt per- 
secution of pants pressers and of widows 
working at home, a Roosevelt with bitter 
voice (according to your brethren), “de- 
piloring,.” as a manifestation of a “horse- 
and-buggy” Constitution, the NRA deci- 
sion, although it was unanimous, free 
from politics, pursuant to precedents and 
frustrative of the encroachment on free- 
dom by an ignoble experiment dreamed 
by a doctrinaire, fostered by a swash- 
buckler and acclaimed by a spoileman, a 
trio huddled together by Roosevelt to 
further his designs and ambitions.

THE SHIP SUBSIDY ISSUE. 


Only the traditional argument that we would need 
troop transports and merchantmen to carry our 
own goods in time of war enables the ship subsidy 
bill now before Congress to stand up after the with- 
ering report of the Black Committee. 

If the troop ship argument and its corollary are 
as unanswerable as Congress seems disposed to 
think, the suggestion of Government ownership of 
our merchant fleet has at least the merit of escap- 
ing the appalling abuses of a subsidy system. The 
report of the Black Committee shows that in any 
event, the Government meets 88 per cent of the cost 
of constructing these ships as well as the differen- 
tial between our own and foreign costs of operation. 

The nation might still find itself justified in doing 
this if the merchant marine grew. As a matter of 
fact, it doesn’t. So that if it is true that without 
merchantmen we would have no means of trans- 
porting troops in war, this cannot be the way to 
get them. The committee thinks the Government 
might better own and operate the fleet, or own and 
lease it to private operation. 

There would be something more than a saving to 
the taxpayers in such a policy. The disgraceful 
scramble for subsidies, which plagues every presi- 
dential administration, would cease. Mr. Roosevelt, 
for instance, is plainly not in sympathy with mas- 
querading subsidies as building loans and mail con- 
tracts. Under the policy suggested by the commit- 
tee, he would not have to deal with all the pulling 
and tugging now going on over the Bland-Copeland 
bill. 

Congress might well stop to consider, wholly aside 
from the morals of the old subsidy system, whether 
we can fill the hungry mouths of so many unem- 
ployed and still go on stuffing the pockets of greedy 
ship owners. 
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HE GAVE US ST. LOUIS. 

A generation has passed since the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition set the armor-clad figure of St. 
Louls astride his spirited steed on the crest of Art 
Hill. In that time, the number of men, women and 
children who have looked at this bronze stdtue has 
grown into the millions. Yet how many residents 
of the namesake city were familiar enough with 


‘the sculptor’s name to recognize it in the dis- 


patch from Cliffside Park, N. J., last Thursday which 
said that Charles Henry Niehaus had died at the 
age of 80? That the proportion would be very small 
is a fact which readers can prove by testing them- 
selves. 

The explanation doubtless is that Niehaus was 
not a great artist and that this “Apotheosis of St. 
Louis,” to give his statue its correct name, is not a 
great work of art. It is rather a workmanlike piece 
of realism which great numbers can interpret at 
once as the crusading St. Louis riding forth, in- 
verted sword aloft—a symbol of the spirit which 
planted a little river post in the heart of a vast 
wilderness.

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EXPANDING THE CCC. 

Of all the relief projects undertaken by the admin- 
istration, the Civilian Conservation Corps is the out- 
standing success. This is agreed upon by advocates 
as well as most critics of the Government's policies. 
So it is with widespread public approval that the 
CCC is now launching its expansion program, made 
possible under the $4,880,000,000 work-relief fund, of 
which $300,000,000 has been allocated to the corps 
by the Relief Works Allotment Board. 

From an authorized strength of 353,000 men, the 
CCC will be increased to 600,000 members. Camps 
will be increased in number from 1640 to 2916. The 
task of enrolling the added personnel is now under 
way. To make up for menewho have received private 
employment and those whose enlistments have ex- 
pired, it will be necessary to recruit in all about 
329,000 new members. Missouri's quota, which had 
been 9728, has been almost doubled, to 18,000, and 
the number of camps in the State will be increased 
from 41 to 59. 

From the standpoint of both individual welfare 
and public welfare, the CCC’s results have been ad- 
mirable. The project has been well characterized by 
Robert Fechner, director of the corps, writing in the 
New York Times: “The CCC has shown conclusively 
that it is practicable to combine unemployment re- 
lief and conservation work with mutually beneficial 
results for both our timbered natural resources and 
our unemployed young men.” Unemployed youths 
have received healthful work, outdoor activities and 
wholesome recreation at a time when they needed 
them most. Nearly all have remitted $25 of their 
$30 monthly pay to their families, thus making pos- 
sible removal of many from the relief rolls. Work in 
forest conservation, park development, prevention of 
erosion and similar fields has been accelerated to 
a point impossible for years to come without the 
CCC. The purchase of supplies for the camps has 
given a stimulus to business, 

Employment of these young men in private in- 
dustry is, of course, to be preferred to work for the 
Government. As business revives, the force will be 
gradually diminished. Nevertheless, its importance 
in conservation work has been so clearly demon- 
strated that it is likely a permanent body, on the 
same general lines, will be created to carry on the 
essential tasks.

“A FORCE FOR RACIAL UNDERSTANDING.” 

A year ago, the Post-Dispatch printed an editorial 
in observance of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
founding of the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. On that occasion, we 
described this organization as “a force for racial 
understanding.” This estimation stands as J. E. 
Spingarn, Walter White and the other officers of 
the association prepare for the opening in St. Louis 
tomorrow of its annual convention. 

The character of the work of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People — the 
N. A. A. C. P., as it is generally designated—can 
be judged from the fact that it numbers among its 
directors Gov. Lehman of New York, Senator Cap 
per of Kansas, President Neilson of Smith College 
and Prof. Maniey O. Hudson of Harvard; from the 
further fact that one of its founders was the late 
Jane Addams. But if there were not this evidence, 
one would need to know only that the closing mass 
meeting, which is to be held next Sunday afternoon 
in the Municipal Auditorium, will be addressed by 
Miss Josephine Roche, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury and, until her recent withdrawal from 
business, probably the most exemplary coal mine 
operator in the country. 

The rest of the program, which calls for discus- 
sion, among other things, of the fight against the 
Costigan-Wagner anti-lynching bill, the plight of the 


Negro under the New Deal, conditions among the 
share-croppers and the Herndon case, bears heavily 
on basic problems of social justice. The N. A. A. C. 
P. begins its second quarter-century with a meeting 
which should prove well worth following. 
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THE CITY'S LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM. 

Apparently the stage is set in the Board of Alder- 
men for the passage this week of the public im- 
provement program recently suggested by the Mayor. 
a new liquor ordinance to meet the requirements 
of the State law, a drivers’ license law and or- 
dinances providing for a special election on two 
proposed bond issues—one for $800,000 to build ap- 
proaches to the Municipal Bridge and the other for 
$7,600,000 to purchase the site for the Jefferson 
Memorial on the river front. 

The Streets and Sewers Committee approved 15 
bills providing for new sewer construction and other 
public works, on some of which the city will get 
PWA grants. A bill appropriating $109,363 to pur- 
chase a site for a psychopathic ward building was 
approved by the Public Welfare Committee, which 
also approved a bill for a new power and service 
building for the City Hospital. While the new liquor 
bill is not out of committee, it is fairly certain one 
will be passed. 

It is obvious that the Aldermen do not intend to 
permit their differences with the Mayor to cause 
them to wreck his legislative program. In that they 
show good judgment. For, if they were to carry the 
feud to the point of depriving men of the jobs thev 
will have this summer on the public works projects 
and of jeopardizing Federal grants, they would be 
sure to arouse public indignation. 
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WHAT TO DO WITH YOUR FLIES. 

We are indebted to the always interesting bulletin 
of Arthur D. Little, Inc., industrial research special- 
ists of Cambridge, Mass., for the report of what is 
therein described as a superlative achievement in con- 
verting wastes and nuisances to profit, A mushroom 
raiser, who fertilized his beds with manure, found 
this made the beds an ideal hatching place for vast 
numbers of troublesome flies, and so turned to an 
industrial engineer for a means of prevention or con- 
trol. At the engineer’s suggestion, there was in- 
stalled a suction fan which draws the air and the 
flies over refrigerating coils that chill the flies, 
which are then dropped in their dormant state into 
large milk cans. As fast as the cans are filled, they 
are sold to frog raisers who immerse them in a brine 
solution, which once more renders the flies quiescent 
and so readily feedable to the frogs. The net result 
is that the mushroom raiser now receives almost as 
much income from his sleeping flies as from his orig- 
inal crop. 

The Industrial Bulletin knows only one accomplish- 
ment worthy to rank with this one, namely, Prof. 
Elihu Thomson's luring of millions of male mosqui- 
toes from the Lynn marshes to sudden death on the 
walls of an electric furnace by causing the furnace 
to emit a hum identical in pitch with that of the 
female mosquito. As for flabbergasted us, all we can 
say is that both these performances are in a class by 
themselves, 
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AN ENLIGHTENED INDUSTRIAL POLICY. 

It is a message of assurance that the brewers of 
St. Louis have given to their employes, to the com- 
munity and to the Government. They have gone 
on public record that the abrogation of NRA shall 
have no effect on the working conditions in their 
plants. It is a sound philosophy that is expressed: 
“Men buy when their jobs are secure. The wages 
of labor prime the pump of prosperity. All business 
thrives when consumers have money to spend. All 
business suffers when jobs are few, for the cus- 
tomers of one are the employes of another.” 

Therefore: The eighth man added to every seven 
workers in the breweries when NRA began will re- 
tain his post; “all eight jobs are still secure.” The 
brewers offer to write a special clause into workers’ 
contracts, specifying that NRA hours shall not be 
increased. Wages are not to be reduced. The $483.,- 
808 of yearly spending power brought to brewery 
workers by NRA will not be lost to the community. 

This course is worthy of widespread emulation 
at a time when collapse of the codes opens the door 
to slashing of wages, lengthening of hours and dis- 
charge of workers. The enlightened employer will 
realize the folly of furthering such a disastrous 
movement.

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A SHAMEFUL SPECTACLE. 

Mussolini's little war in Ethiopia is scheduled for 
September, when the rainy season ends, Meanwhile, 
he is collecting insults, border “incidents” and the 
like to give it a semblance of justification. One 
terrible affront occurred the other day when an 
Ethiopian tore an Italian flag from the automobile 
of a member of the Italian Legation, while the car 
was parked outside a movie theater in Addis Ababa. 
The usual strong note of protest was filed by the 
Italian Government. Of such absurd stuff as this is 
the coming massacre being fabricated. 

The care with which the Italians are constructing 
the machinery of war on the Ethiopian border indi- 
cates that they are bearing in mind the unhappy 
occurrences of 1896, when an Italian army was an- 
nihilated by the Ethiopians. Even so, Mussolini 
may find himself in the predicament faced by his 
late brother-dictator, Primo Rivera of Spain, who 
sent an army into the Riff only to see it butchered 
by the ragged followers of Abd-el Krim. Krim suc- 
cumbed only before the mighty and ruthless mili- 
tary power of the French. 

Lacking planes, poison gas and artillery, the 
Ethiopians, of course, are woefully handicapped 
Wars are not won these days by barefooted spears- 
men or saber wielders. But when men are fighting 
in defense of their lives and their homes, they some- 
times are superior to their weapons. The Italians 
may find themselves in a prolonged conflict which 
would react seriously on their prestige. 

Altogether, it is a shameful spectacle to find one 
of the great Powers of the world carefully preparing, 
for no justifiable reason whatever, to make a sham- 
bles out of a small nation which asks only to be 
let alone, 
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The Prince of ‘Vaies has proposed a good will 
commission to Germany, and a member of Parlia- 
ment wants to know how to score H. R. H. with a 
bonehead play.

LIFE AMONG THE JUGGERNAUTS. 


The World Cotton Drama 


Cotton situation is typical of world trade blockade, says Secretary Wallace; unless 
we lend more money abroad or nations send us gold or we increase imports, 
conditions will get worse, he declares; prefers controlled production to. proposed 
dumping program; warns that showdown is coming and adjustment must, be made 


Henry A. Wallace, Secretary of Agriculture, in Foreign Affairs. 


OR the greater part of the period since 
F the World War, the American people 

have been willing to lose billions of dol- 
lars in foreign loans badly placed rather 
than wake up to the fundamental realities. 
The United States has continually postponed 
a showdown in the international poker game 
by the simple procedure of buying more 
chips and fattening the pot. 

The Germans find it exceedingly difficult 
to buy American dollars because the United 
States buys only about a third as much 
from Germany as it did in 1929. Therefore, 
the Germans have bought only about a 
fourth as much of the American cotton 
crop this year as they customarily did. 
There is still plenty of American cotton 
available, considerably more, in fact, than 
during the '20s. The problem is not one of 
American cotton, but of American dollars in 
the hands of those foreign nations which 
want cotton. 

The situation will get worse rather than 
better unless the American people are will- 
ing to start lending money again to foreign 
nations, or unless the foreign nations are 
willing and able to continue to send us 
large quantities of gold, or unless the Unit- 
ed States is willing to accept greatly in- 
creased quantities of imports. There is 
no other way out. The showdown is com- 
ing, and cotton will typify the situation bet- 
ter than any other commodity because it is 
our greatest single export. 


During the past six months in the United 
States, a tremendous amount of effort has 
been put into working out some scheme to 
increase exports of cotton without increas- 
ing imports of foreign goods. The Ameri- 
can people are strong believers in the sa- 
credness of exports and the hellishness of 
imports. This is a type of scarcity econom- 
ics which has always seemed completely 
respectable to that type of American who 
is completely horrified at the thought of 
plowing under cotton. Exporters, shippers, 
traders, railroad men and the whole group 
of people who profit by volume, and are 
not hurt by low farm prices, clamor insis- 
tently for increased cotton production. 

Many of them have come out in favor 
of what is known as the “two-price system,” 
or export dumping. Under this scheme, cot- 
ton might be sold in world trade for per- 
haps 8 cents a pound, and in domestic trade 
for 15 or 20 cents a pound. There would 
be no control of production and the ginners 
and all the rest of the people interested in 
volume would be completely happy. Inci- 
dentally, many of the foreign users of cot- 
ton would also be happy. They would 
again be able to buy American cotton at 
bargain prices. Some foreigners during the 
early part of this year have been arguing 
in a quiet way for an American program of 
this sort. 

The strongest argument for export dump- 
ing is to prevent the undue expansion of 
cotton acreage in India and Brazil. Certain 
American financial interests are reported 
to have been active in furnishing capital 
to promote the expansion of the cotton busi- 
ness in several parts of the world during 
the past year. These gentlemen might dis- 
cover that there are political laws of action 


and reaction which must be taken into ac- 
count, as well as economic laws. 

A program of this sort might cost close 
to $300,000,000 a year. And there is a real 
question as to whether the benefit to the 
exporters, shippers, railroad men and new 
cotton producers is sufficient to warrant 
the increased expenditures. The cost of a 
controlled production program is only one- 
third to one-half as great. Moreover, we 
must keep in mind the probability that 
strongly subsidized exports would result in 
the gravest damage to India and Brazil, with 
inevitable repercussions on the United 
States. Strong retaliatory action would 
probably be taken by both India and Brazil, 
as well as by Great Britain. 


In 1921, 1922 and 1923, the United States 
relinquished a considerable part of its hold 
on the world cotton trade as a result of the 
boll weevil depredations. Nevertheless, it 
was able to come back in a most vigorous 
manner in the years from 1925 to 1929. Un- 
certain or mistaken policy in the next vear 
or two need not therefore be altogether 
fatal to the future of the American world 
cotton trade. 

If we really believe it is a fundamental 
part of American policy to export, one year 
after another, our customary 8,000,000 bales 
of cotton, it would seem to be wise to adopt 
a policy which will enable us to sell cotton 
at a price as low as 10 cents a pound on 
the world market if necessary. Some peo- 
ple think we do not need to go that low. 
Many people believe, however, that a price 
above 10 cents a pound will tend to bring 
about a substitution of considerable quanti- 
ties of Brazilian and Indian cotton for 
American cotton. 

The fundamental aim of the Government 
with regard to cotton has been first of all 
to cut the carry-over to normal proportions. 
It is hoped the plans now in prospect will 
result in a carry-over of American cotton on 
Aug. 1, 1936, of about 7,500,000 bales, or 5.,- 
000,000 bales less than that of Aug. 1, 1932. 
The second objective is to hold the price at 
a point which, with benefit payments added 
in, will result in a fair return to the domes- 
tic producer while not unduly interfering 
with the movement of cotton into world 
trade.

The program thus far has worked un- 
usually well, but the difficult time is now 
approaching, not because of any particular 
shortcomings in the program itself, but be- 
cause the United States is a creditor na- 
tion with a high-tariff psychology and a 
belief that it can hold on to a large volume 
of exports in spite of high tariffs and its 
creditor position. This psychological fac- 
tor, which is utterly at variance with real- 
ity, has provoked a profound national neu- 
rosis, and, following the neurosis, internal 
physical disorders which reduce the na- 
tion's ordinary immunity to the shallow 
political quackery and demagoguery of men 
who presumably know better. 

Looking toward the future, the United 
States must make an effort to understand 
the necessity of a continuing adjustment 
between the needs of its export industries 
and the development of increased imports.

Confiscatory Taxes 


By GEN. HUGH 8S. JOHNSON. 
FRENCH LICK, Ind., June 24. 
T WON’T make any difference 
| what may be said of them on a 
cold, hard basis of economics 
or any other cold, hard basis, but 
the President's social security and 
lax-the-rich measures are humane 
before they are cold and hard, and 
they will go through as sure as 
sunrise. The tax program is nice- 
ly timed as a trial balloon, but trial 
ballooning wasn't necessary. 

The great mass of people in this 
country are for them. They are 
certain outgrowth of the misery of 
this depression. They are a middle 
ground between the extremes of 
Father Coughlin and Huey Long 
and of the rock-ribbed rebellion of 
the reactionaries. 


Curiously enough, I have never 
heard very much objection among 
men of great wealth to confisca- 
tory inheritance and estate taxes. 
As a matter of fact, there is noth- 
ing new about them. At the Brit- 
ish starting point of our legal sys- 
tem, real property rights were sup- 
posed to flow from the Govern- 
ment—the Crown—and, theoretical- 
ly at least, they went back to the 
Crown when the holder died. Even 
the right to dispose of property by 
will was not a natural right. It 


was a sort of privilege that be- 
came a right. 


There is one serious and highly 
destructive aspect to @ny plan to 
take Property by a tax that has to 
be paid in money on the barrel- 
head.

Of course the taxing miracle can 
go too far. The power to tax is the 
power to destroy.

The stand- 
ing wonder to me is that the brain 
trusters have not seen that long 
ago.

Children Rest 


Although They Always Show 
Over-Fatigue, They Keep 
Going. 


By Angelo Patri 


HEN a child is tired he shows 
it by slowing down in all his 
| activities. His work in schools 
is not as good as usual. He does 
not play with the healthy abandon 
of a tireless child. His temper is 
short and he cries easily. Maybe 
he fidgets with his eyebrow, or his 
lip. Maybe he twitches or winks 
fast without apparent cause. May- 
be he stammers. 


When any of these difficulties be 
set a child let him rest. Getting a 
child, even a tired child, to rest is 
not as easy as it sounds. Resting 
is the last thing he wants to do. 
Tired as he is he wants to keep 
going. He wants to play when the 
tears are brimming over and his 
legs doubling under him. 
| Don't mention rest to him. Direct 
his attention to something interest- 
ing. Get him away from the scene 
of activity. 
take him out for a day or so. If 


you can take him for a short trip | 


and a stay in the sunshine, it will 
‘do him worlds of good. You won't 
tell him he is tired and in need of 
a change. He would struggie 
against that idea. You tell him 
you want to go for a trip and you 
know he would like going as much 
}as you like having him along. 
Inattentive children, and those 
who are stammering, are usually 
over tired. After vou get them out 
of the rut for a day or so, maybe 
you discover the cause of the fa- 
tigue. Perhaps it is a lack of nour- 
ishment. Children lose interest, ap- 
petite and energy if kept too long 
at one thing. Some children, those 
who have quick acting nerves, es- 
pecially, become restless if kept too 
| steadily in the routine of home and 
school. A break now and then 
| helps them. The sick child tires 
easily. He must have rest and 
change of routine at once. The in- 
between group need some variety 
but they are not so likely to have 
trouble as the other two groups. 


| Those children who have recently | 


recovered from illness, those who 
have defects of vision or hearing, 
those who have any physical ail- 
ment, any disturbance of the sym- 
pathetic nervous system, are bound 
to show fatigue early in the day. 
They can pay attention only a few 
minutes at a time and the teacher 
is obliged to nag them into some 
semblance of work. Nagging makes 
the condition worse because worry 
is added to fatigue. The thing to 
do with such a child is to shorten 
his school day. Send him only for 
the morning session, or on alternate 
sessions. The physician and the 
teacher will co-operate with the 
mother and so the child wil! have | 
a chance to rest up and at th 
same time keep in touch with his 
companions and his work.

These wall reliefs represent Aa 
fairly advanced state of medical 


practice—it is beginning to be 
scientific. Primitive Egyptian 
medicine, like all primitive medi- 


cine, was largely superstition—it 
was founded on a belief in magic. 
That disease was sent by some evil 
spirit, or because of sinfulness or 
lack of faith on the part of the 
victim, and that it could be cured 
by exorcism and the performance 
of complicated rites and weird sac- 
rifices of animals, and even, in the 
case of the illness of kings, of 
humans. 

The daily work of Sisa is far re- 
moved from that, although even at 
its prime, Egyptian medicine had a 
heavy incrustation of magic. In 
fact, our modern age is not entirely 
free from superstition when it 
comes to one’s own health and 
treatment. 

Scientific medicine, in fact, devel- 
oped from magical rites. A good 
example is the practice of embalm- 
ing mummies. The Egyptian mum- 
my Was prepared by removing first 
all the organs of the chest and ab- 
domen. It is easy to see that in 
doing this the embalmer would 
learn a great deal of anatomy, and 
a great deal about the appeavance 
of the organs in disese

OF Character

‘By the Rev. J. F. Newton 
P and down the English coun- 
U tryside, a relic of simpler days, 
one finds places still called 
“wishing wells.” 


In the old days it was believed 
that wonderful fairies who guard- 
ed these wells might bring an un- 
expected good fortune to a pious 
and obedient soul, and magic win 
where work had failed. 


The Duke of Sully, in his me- 
moirs of King Henry IV, tells how 
the impetuous King made 10 wishes 
by a well, and in his open-hearted 
manner told his courtiers of his 
dearest desires. 


They ranged through many con- 
cerns of his varied life, personal, 
religious and political; and in some 
of them, at least, we may believe 
that he was nonest—difficult as 
that is for all of us. 

For instance, he was _ brutally 
honest in his fourth wish, “to be 
delivered from my wife and to find 
one whose temper suits my own.” 
Many might wish such a thing, but 
never blurt it out! 

But there were good wishes, too, 
first, for grace and spiritual bless- 
ings; and second, to preserve till 
death all the faculties of his mind 
and body—a wish shared by all 
men, since no one in his’ senses 
wants to linger in decayed and 
pitied helplessness. 

The third wish was noble _ too, 
“To see the religion we have pro- 
fessed in a fixed and peaceful situ- 
ation.” It was a prayer for Truth 
rather than for self, for all rather 
than for personal benefit. 

If at one of these magic wells 
we were granted 10 wishes, what 
things or qualities would we select? 
What we really desire, or what we 
should like others to think we de- 
sire? Would we be honest? 

What do we truly desire? If we 
knew, it might reveal us to our- 
selves as nothing else ever could— 
never forgetting that even our se- 
cret desires may be tinged by a 
,subtle hypocrisy. 

Look into your heart, and ob- 
serve the kind of life which you 
create for yourself. Above all, ob- 
serve what you do when you want 
_to enjoy yourself—and you will find
